WOMEN AND McGILL 





' "That the true civilization of any people in quite an much to be 
measured by the culture of its women as by that of its men," was 
the contention of Sir William Dawson, in an appeal to the Govern- 
ors of McGill in 1870, when he strove to convince them that some 
provision should be made for the higher education of the women, 
who were to play such an important part in building up the ideals 
of this new country. 

It was just forty years ago that the late Lord Strathcona, then 
Mr. Donald A. Smith, realizing this .need, graciously founded the 
Donalda Endowment, which enabled the university to provide for 
what women then asked for — education in the Faculty of Arts. 
By this provision the "Donaldas" as the first women students were 
called, were to pass the same examination and receive the same 
B.A" degree but were not allowed to attend lectures with the men, 
but took their lectures in a separate building, which necessitated 
that alHectures be repeated. The ultimate object of Lord Strath- 
cona's desire was realized, when the Royal Victoria College, which 
he built and endowed was opened in 1899. Next year will record 
the twenty-fifth anniversary of the college, which was to serve as 
a residence for women students in Arts and Music. 

Many changes have taken place in those forty years. Step by

step/rthe'' opportunities afforded women have become greater and 
•■çmdùafly the university has extended to women facilities in other 
faculties and departments. Our alumnae society now includes grad- 
uates of Medicine, Law and Dentistry, while more recent develop- 
ments have included the opening of the School of Physical Edu- 
cation, Social Science and Graduate Nurses. All these factors of the 
university are represented in the newly-formed McGill Women's 
student Society which includes all the women students of the Uni- 
versity. 

It is most interesting to look back to the advent of women in 
•iie various college activities. Three years' ago the first Women's 
intercollegiate Basketball Meet was held in Toronto; two years 
ago the Intercollegiate Hockey League was formed and last year the 
tirst Women's Intercollegiate Debate was arranged between Queen's 
and McGill. How the old order has changed. Contrast the co-eds 
with red tams, who turn out with the rooters to cheer their com- 
rade brothers on to victory with the prim Donaldas of former 
years, who lived within such narrow limitations. Surely the splen- 
did' spirit ' of co-operation and comradeship, which exists in the 
many phases of university activities between the men and women 
of the university to-day. will be of mutual benefit to them in giving 
them a broader understanding of those whom they may meet as 
they go on their way.

Picturesque Interior 

A poster of unusual beauty an* 
Interest, has lately appeared on the 
R. V. C. wall. It represents a piece 
of the elaborate and beautiful fan 
vaulting characteristic of the interiors 
of some of the finest 'j^filsh Mediaev- 
al buildings, and is* in fact an archi- 
tect's drawing of olio, of the most 
noted of those interiors, that of the 
banqueting hall which for four and a 
half centuries stood In Eishopgate in 
the heart of London, and which In 
1P0S was removed stone by stone from 
that congested centre and set up 
again In its original form, on the site 
or Sir Thomas Move's garden in Chel- 
sea. 

Crosby Hall, thus piously rescued 
from threatened destruction, has a 
history full of interest and plctur- 
estjuencss. Great names, royal liter- 
ary, famous in peace and In war are 
connected with it. But the question 
which wiJI arise in the mind of every 
reader is. what has ail this to do 
with McGill? And why a. Crosby Hall 
poster at the R. V, C.Ï Jhc con-, 
neetlon 1s very close.

C. Convocation Hall will not soon bo 
forgotten, and the fuel that the red 
and white came through with flying 
colours, defeating both tho opposing 
teams and winning tho new trophy, 
offered Ins! year, for I be first time, 
reflects good coaching hard work and 
splendid spirit on the part of the 
team. 

Tho basketball trophy which wa-s 
given last year by I lie McGill Stu- 
dents' Society lo bo competed for in 
Women's Intercollegiate Basketball, 
has for the past year iboen in the 
proud possession of R.V.C. This 
mark of her prowoas in basketball, tho 
bronze figure of a young gymnast, 
mounted on a handsome bronze ped- 
estal, in perhaps one of the College's 
most treasured possessions, and re- 
mains a silent, but eloquent monument 
to toll, self denial and perseverance. 
Though the task be a hard one, and' 
thouph It. demand all they have and 
can give, the members of tihis year's 
team are determined that they will 
live up to the example set by their 
predecessors and that, above all, the 
trophy will remain at McGill. 

This year the toam has made a 
very good showing in city basketball 
and has thus been given invaluable 
prnctice and experience.

STUDENTS AT 
FIRST DINNER 

Excellent Address by Profes- 
sor Waugh 

''SEEK TRUTH" 

Large Gathering in Union 
Last Evening 

"\'o uare hero lo discover truth, and 
hi this discovery II. Is~yoti Ilia J. murt 
luko the initiative, Lalci' in lire you 
must commiinlcnto this truth to your 
peojile. An long as you are honestly 
Rooking truth* you arc building up 
character nnd preporlng yourself for 
a Inrgcr. usefulric^B." This was the 
keynote of a message delivered to the 
Thoologlcn.l UndorgradtiBtoH at. tho 
first, annual lininiiiet. held by their 
newly- formod Society in the Union 
Inst night by Prof. W. T. Waugh, 
when about sevonty-flve members find 
u. numbêr of guosts attended: 

Tho dinner, which was forved in tlio 
Grill rodni tindor the direction of Mr. 
Honneger, was of a very high order, 
nml the inonn was such nn to satisfy 
tho most fnnthlioiis tante. Immediately 
(following the conclusion of tho re- 
past, Clement (Jniikrogors, the Chair- 
man of tho evening, proposed the toast 
to the King. ITc then proceeded to 
Introduce Itntpli Collins, who cave the 
toanl to the Guests, which was res- 
ponded In by Trlnclpal Smythe. and 
Bishop Farthing. The UUhop. in a 
very able address, skeched tho hlstoty 
of tho colleges, and congratulated the 
-Theological Undergraduates on the 
formation of Ihelr society. Ho said 
that the Theologs had n. very difficult 
part to play: he enumerated the prob- 
lems which I hey had to face, and ex- 
pressed the sympathy which the older 
men felt for the students in Ihelr 
difficulties. 

Henry F. Hall, who propesed the 
next toast, to the Colleges, in opening 
his remarks, stated that he foiled to 
see why ho had been asked, because 
ho did not even know the Hebrew al- 
phabet (cries of Shame!) as he only 
took the course or Religious Education, 
and he pleaded for a- better recogni- 
tion of this corstie. Mr. Wm. Hirks 
and Principal Fraser responded lo 
this. The former referred lo the 
founder of the University, James Mc- 
Gtll, In terms of greatest praise, say- 
ing that he wnn a man who had little 
denominational prejudice. Such pre- 
judices. Mr. Blrks* claimed as "tags 
and labels." 

Printfp.il Fraser spoke "warmly of 
the larger part which Tln'Cdgs were 
taking In University life. As an ex- 
ample of this he mentioned the fact 
that the president of the Students', 
Council for 'this year is » Theolog, and 
also thaïes nummbor, of the nitdcnts 
hnvo found places on the college ath- 
letic teams. 

Professor AV. T. Wàugh, In his in. 
imitable manner, opened his fine add- 
ress with several witty sallies; Some 
time ago'SIr Robert Falconer '.of the 
University of Toronto, mado a state- 
ment to tho effect that McGill could 
never come up lo tho other universi- 
ties In the study of tho humanities.

"Do not abandon 
your principles, especially that of tho 
respect for truth."
